Chart,  using  word  and  phonic  meth¬ 
ods  as  far  as  possible.  Blackboard  for  additional 
exercises,  written  in  plain  script.  First  Reader. 
Lessons  short  and  frequent.  Guard  against  whin¬ 
ing^  and  sing-song  tones. 

Arithmetic — Counting  with  i^umeral  frame  and 
objects;  Addition  and  Subtraction,  as  presented 
in  the  first  seventy-five  pages  of  the  first  book  of 
Robinson’s  Shorter  Course,  (the  book  for  the  use 
of  teachers  only,)  with  slate  and  blackboard  ex¬ 
ercises  in  small  numbers.

7.  Interesting  facts  about  countries,  mount¬ 
ains,  people,  oceans,  lakes,  rivers,  and  cities,  (no 
book  to  be  used  by  pupils  on  this  subject.)

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MARKING  SYSTEM. 

That  the  system  of  marking  be  obligatory  in  the  In¬ 
termediate,  Grammar,  and  High  Schools  of  this  city. 

That  monthly  reports  be  sent  to  parents  and  guar¬ 
dians,  except  in  the  case  of  the  High  Schools,  from 
which  reports  shall  be  sent  to  parents  and  guardians 
once  every  two  months. 

These  reports  shall  indicate  to  the  parent  or  guar¬ 
dian,  the  pupils’  standing  in  the  school  in  respect  to 
attendance,  punctuality, conduct,  industry,  progress, 
and  scholarship. 

Records  shall  be  kept  in  such  permanent  form  by 
the  teachers  of  these  schools  as  will  enable  them  to 
furnish  reliable  information  on  these  subjects. 

All  blank-books  and  blanks  for  keeping  these  rec¬ 
ords  and  making  out  reports  will  be  furnished  by 
the  Board. 

It  shall  be  optional  for  the  present  with  the  teachers 
of  the  Primary  and  Secondary  Schools  to  keep  such 
records  and  send  such  reports  to  the  parents  of  their 
pupils. 

The  crediting  of  pupils  who  have  striven  to  excel 
shall  be  noticed  as  follows :  That  a  pupil  of  the  High 
School  reaching  90  per  cent,  in  all  the  studies  pur¬ 
sued,  be  marked  distinguished,  and  pupils  reaching 
80  per  cent  in  all  the  studies  be  marked  meritorious, 
and  so  published  when  the  diplomas  are  awarded  to 
the  graduates  at  the  annual  commencement. 

In  order  to  further  carry  out  the  idea  of  the  mark¬ 
ing  system,  and,  if  possible,  to  lessen  absenteeism, 
that  in  the  monthly  reports  of  the  teacner  of  the 
High  Schools  a  pupil  shall  be  marked  with  a  cipher 
if  absent  from  any  recitation  for  any  cause,  and  that 
that  cipher  shall  be  regarded  in  making  up  the  ag¬ 
gregate  percentage  during  the  time  for  which  the  re¬ 
port  is  made.
